CONQUERING THE ZEPPELIN. 

The increasing efficiency of” the 
London: defenses against: aircraft has 
heen clearly demonstrated, * Phe; sin- 
vention of powerful war machines 
capable of crossing a broad expanse of 
water and dropping destructive bombs 
upon a city from a-tremendous height 
was remarkable enough, The inyen- 
tion of means by which these engines 
of destruction can be destroyed or 
disabled without increasing the sacri- 
fice of life in the cities they have at- 
tacked is really a aakccns greater 
achievement. - 

There has been. no great fajth, 
hitherto, in the utility of stationary 
anti-aircraft guns, It was felt that if 
one should effectively hit its object the 
descent of the Zeppelin on the city, 
with its cargo of explosives, might 
cause greater destruction than the 
machine could cause while in the air. 
But the defenders brought down the 
two monster Zeppelins, one blazing, 
the other only* disabled, beyond th 
city limits; they caused no pcunuctad 
of consequence in thelr fall. ‘ 

The work of the defenders was ably 
perforrhed, There is no doubt what- 
ever that it can be greatly improved 
upon. It is likely, too, that the de- 
fense does not rely entirely upon the 
anti-aircraft guns, of which we hear so 
much, ‘whilé we ‘hear next*to nothing 
of the employment ‘of -other,. devices 
which are known to exist, The two 
Zeppelins destroyed may be the only 
ones of the twelve in Saturday 
night’s inyading fleet which reached 
the environs of London. The dis- 
patches indicate that there may have 
been a third. But if two Zeppelins 
can thus be effectively overcome in 
midair, there is no reason why a dozen 
may not be’ vanquished. . The British 
have obviously gound a way to com- 
bat the Zéppelin;-as they: ‘found a way 
to combat the submarine.

AN IDEAL TAX. 

It might be thought impossible to 
improve upon the single tax, but the 
friends of the poor have found a way 
in Oregon. At‘ least they have found 
a way to propose to do so in a 3,000- 
word amendment to the Constitution 
which is to be voted upon in the State 
which is not afraid to vote upon any- 
thing.. The limitation of all taxation 
to land is only the ‘beginning of the 
reform. Two-thirds will suffice for 
the needs of government. The unnec- 
essary third will not be applied to the 
reduction of taxation, but will pro- 
vide funds for loan to. the :needy, 
without interest for five years.» No 
one whose “wealth” exceeds $2,250 
need apply, and no amount . over 
$1,500 will be loaned. The. purpose 
of the loan must be the improvement 
of the land offered for security. Truty, 
Oregonians must be friends of man, 
or they would not tax all of them- 
selves for the benefit of: sdéme’ of 
them, and they not the poorest. It 
does not appear how ‘the selection of 
borrowers is to be niade, and there 
is. no apparent provision against the 
disappointment, of any in case the 
funds do not go around,” 

The sufficiency of the two-thirds 
for the. purposes of the State is mat- 
ter, of faith rather t calculation.

Land alone shall bear 
the cost of government, The confis- 
cation of land and the exemption 
from the burdens of taxation of 
everything else are as thorough as 
can be.madé, It is a curious cfoss- 
current of tdealism which confiscates 
land and exempts corporations and 
saloons from taxation, Apparently 
there is no limit to the experiments 
reformers are willing to, make with 
other people’s - property. But the 
California single tax must be near the 
limit. It is the real thing, first offi- 
cially placed upon exhibition and in 
line for actual trial. The sequel will 
be interesting, almost . equally 50 
whether the single tax be rejected *.

Who . would buy 

‘Relative Value . a’ quarter for two 
dimes on the scale 

es i ne of millions of dol- 

; lars? The answer 
that anybody: would until he broke the 
bank is not in accordance with the evi- 
dence of the exchange market. Or- 
dinarily about four marks can be had 
for a dollar, or five francs.. But the op- 
portunity to. exchange marks for francs 
has constantly grown nearer as the 
marks Have approached the parity. of 
quotation with francs in exchange for 
dollars. On the diagram of fluctuations 
dollars make a perfectly straight line. 
A dollar is a dollar anywhere and every- 
where. It may buy varying quantities 
of goods as the prices of the goods vary, 
but the fluctuation is in the goods, not 
in the dollars. Whoever buys dollars 
with goods gets the same article day in 
and day out, year in and year out. It is 
different with other currencies in these 
times. 

Pounds. are. the nearest approach to 
dollars in uniformity of value, being 
kept so by such an exhibition of wealth 
and skill in managing the exchanges as 
the world never before witnessed on 
such a scale. Other currencies dodge 
about erratically, but ‘always trend 
downward. Francs are cheaper, but 
marks are. cheapest of all, rivaling the 
ruble.. Experts are watching daily to 
gee the mark fall below the franc. Who- 
ever then has dollars can exchange 
marks for francs, roughly speaking, on 
the basis of a quarter for two dimes. 
Big money can be made by lending Ger- 
many marks in her depreciated currency 


marks at a more convenient season. The 
demahd of the times is. for spot goods, 
not for promises of future: goods. 

Yet the calculation of interest on. the 
full face of the bond bought with the 
depreciated’ marks is alluring, almost as 
much ‘so as the dividends. on the indus- 
trials never heard of before which are 
offered now. every day, with the prom- 
ise'on the side that the shares: will sel!

change_of one for the other. Of course 
the coinages of all countries keep their 
bullion value. Coined marks or francs 
or pounds or rubles are werth their 
equivalent weights of: metal, in exchange 
for the metal in dollars. Marks in 
bullion ‘are cheap here because it is so 
difficult to get them here from Germany. 
Once: here, they will buy whatever the 
weight of metal. will buy. But what 
they will buy cannot be sent to Ger- 
many. It is impossible to “ correct the 
exchanges "’ in the ordinary commercial 
mentier by increasing exports or dimin- 
ishing imports, and there is no escape 
from the humiliating, perhaps the pro- 
phetic, discount on the currency, or the, 
exchange value of the mark in paper.

ROMANTICISM AND KULTUR. 


German lente oF the of the People and 


the State. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 


There appeared in THE Timps of Sept. 13 
an article entitled “Romanticism as the 


| Heart of Culture,”” which presented an un- 


usual contention, namely, that *‘ underneath 
the harsh surface of the Kultur that is show- 
ing In the present crisis there was something 
admirable, something vital, * * * and that 
this all-pervading something is nothing more 
than the one quality of romanticism.”’ 

As to judging the issues of the European 
conflict, however, the author quoted believes 
Americans are laboring under the delusion 
that. they must be either “‘ pro-Ally or bar- 
barian,"" while at the same time he doubts 
whether. any could display enough inde- 
pendence to be neutral. 

In view of these considerations, it would 
seem futile to argue, were it not that the 
article is an appeal to the very public it 
arraigns. Such appeals are not infrequent, as 
we know; here the novelty lies in the aston- 
‘tshing assertion that) Kultur and romanticism 
are interchangeable terms; for since 1914 the 
two would seem to have drifted very far 


apart. , 

We still hold, indeed, that culture, whether 
written with a ‘‘c” or a “k,” can have 
only one meaning--the association of knowl- 
edge deep enough to refine the spirit, with 
experience broad enough to mold character. 
In this sense it may well be saidjthat roman- 
ticism is one of the forms that culture has 
assumed, But this is not the “t#gyltur’”’ in 
whose name ‘libraries have beeh-destroyed, 
nor that which substitutes a. political creed 
for the| serene wisdom once called humanity, 
Moreover, it is not “Kultur” ‘which the 
author has .in mind when he confounds it 
with romanticism in the following terms: 
‘* The supreme romanticiem of the German 
people is what has led it to the doctrine that 
the individual is subservient to the State. 
* © © This explains not only the rape of 
Belgium and the sinking of the Lusitania, 
but also the utter inability of the’ Germans to 
understand why America had any real ground 
for objection.”” To quote his own words, “It 
ig a spirit we find hard to comprehend,”’ par- 
ticularly when he attributes to the same in- 
spiration, both labor laws and industrial 
enterprise. But to establish, as he does, the 
claims of Kulttr over the lyric heritage of 
Germany, her songs. and folklore, bringing 
Goethe and Schiller to witness, seems wholly 
inexplicable. ‘‘ This,’’ he exclaims, ‘‘is the 
ever-living romanticism; this is Kultur."’

My Dear Eliot—I am going to tell you

When the: public. did come to buy 
it did so not. because the future .of 
earnings seemed very’ good, or at all 
events not chiefly for that, but be- 
cause the past of earnings had been 
better than even optimists had hoped 
for. It bought not -because Hurope 
would soon cease to sell American se- 
curities but because; in fact, it ;had 
ceased to sell them in-any very large 
quantity. Europe was borrowing on 
those securities instead. And when 
the public did buy. prices went -up 
very. easily. .There was some sky- 
rocketing which was inadvisable and 
ofganized speculative operations which 
recalled the risky undertakings which 
turned out disastrously a year agd, 
but on the whole. the market, though 
it rose to a greater height, was a far 
more sober market than that of Sep- 
tember and October, 1915. 

This is not intended‘to define, the 
future of this market, but merely to 
set down what it has been so far. 
There is danger. of excess in every 
very active market. That danger 
should -be guarded against. Those 
who aré the agents of the public in 
their -buying and those who finance 
both the public.and its agents can do 
a good deal to lessen that danger 
even if there be no Way in human 
ingenuity to prevent entirely the im- 
pairment of a good situation by im- 
posing too much of a burden upon it. 
Brokers can help to that end by in- 


of. their customers, and banks can 
help both the brokers and the public 
by. insisting upon enlargement of 
loans in margins as prices rise. Such 
a course would serve the very. useful 
purpose of a flywheel] on an engine, 
and the bigger the engine becomes 
the bigger the flywheel which is 
needed. . 

Margins which were ample when 
prices ‘were ten or twenty points low- 
er should not be considered ample 
how. ‘To increase margins in broker- 
age accounts and in bank loans, it 
may be argued, would be to put re- 
strictions on trading. The inference 
is admitted. . It is ‘B€tter to -restrict 
trading than to endanger the stabil- 
ity of the market. There is advantage 
in a .well-sustained. high level of 
prices for stocks; there is none in 
violent forWard movementswhich it 
4s impossible. to maintain, At all 
events there is. no advantage in that 
isave for the out-and-out gambler, 
and the machinery of the market 

should not be panne in the inter- 
est of guch. 

The freedom from assiiilia reaction 
up to this time has been so .marked 
and the slight reactions which have 
oecurred' have been so readily recov- 
ered that it is necessary. to find: some 
other explanation .than the*.'mere 
existence of optimistic market senti- 
ment. The explanation lies in the 
fact that to a.much greater extent 
than usual. the ‘market. has been 
predicated on what has been ac- 
complished in business rather than 
on what is. going tp be accomplished.

Paralysis. Increase from. the 
Assembling of Pupils.

The schools of New York’ City open 
today, ‘two.weeks late and. with new 
cases of infantile paralysis reported 
daily. Health Commissioner Hmerson 
believes, however, that it is for the best 
interests .of the children. that studies 
and class. work. begin, and, Deputy 
Health Commissioner Billings, in &p in- 
Lterview yesterday, said every “means 
known to medical science would be em- 
ployed to protett the pupils from disease. 

While it is expected that many parents 
will keep their children away from the 
schools for ‘the next week or two 
through fear of the disease, yet, this 
number is not expected to be large, 
proportion to ‘the number enrolled. Of 
more than 800,000. pupils. the school au- 


‘thorities anticipate that not over 10 per 


cent. will remain away. 

Commissioner Hmierson believes: it will 
be. better to ‘have the children sunder 
regular medical supervision, and will 
do his. ‘best to’ make. ‘that supervision 
effective. Each teacher; during tne 
coming year, is to devote the first. fif- 
teen minutes of the day.to a«healta 
conference ‘with the members, of ‘her 
Glass. She has already learned some- 
thing of the. different symptoms to be 
encountered ,in éach disease’ and > will 
watch for their appearance among her 
pupils. 

At each school building every day there 
is to be a doctor and a nurse sent by the 
Health Department to examirie any chil- 
dren about whose health the teaehers 
may have doubts, 

Especial précautfons will be taken from 
the beginning against the’ spread of 
poliomyelitis. Children who have been 
at out-of-town points where’ there. have 
been paralysis cases will be expected to 
bring a health certificate from a doctor 
of that place stating that they have not 
been exposed to the disease. Otherwise 
they must be quarantined for two weeks 
before they can return to the schoolroom, 
The time they have been in New York 
since their return, providing they have 
not been exposed here, will count on the 
two weeks’ quarantine. 

No definite estimate has been made of 
children who will come to school, but the 
educational authorities are sure not more 
than 100,000 will stay away, and prob- 
ably not more than 75,000. 

The part-time schedule, according .to 
the school authorities, will not be af- 
fected by, any decrease in the number 


present, even though the total absentees 
should be far greater than is expected. 
The absences will continue for a short 
time only, the Board of Education ar- 
gues, and there will be a return to nor- 
mal condition soon.
